Southwest of Kalinin, a Red 
army group was said to have 
crossed the Volga in a success-

with the Germans apparently mak- 
ing 
final preparations to cross 


the Kerch Strait and drive into 
the Caucasus. 


Reuters, the British news agen- 


cy, quoted the Rome radio as an- 
nouncing that German and Ru- 
manian forces had occupied 
the 


port, which lies on a narrow strait 
separating the Crimea from the 
Caucasus mainland. 


Dispatches to the Soviet news- 


paper Pravda, however, 
asserted 


that Red army troops had beaten 
off a German attempt to turn the 
Russian lines In the Kerch area. 


"The 
German attacks were re- 


pulsed by the joint efforts of land 
troops aircraft and naval forces." 
Pravda said. 


Russian front-line 
reports said 


the Germans were "equally un- 
successful" in fighting near Sevas- 
topol, key Black Sea naval base 
at the southwest tip of the Crimea, 
and that repealed nazi tank as- 
saults "failed to break through 
our defenses."

ISSUE OF WHETHER U. S. SHALL 


BE GOVERNED BY HEART OR HEAD 


By DEWITT M'KENZIE 


The refusal of little Finland, to 


heed America's warning that she 
stop fighting mighty Russia rais- 
es the issue of whether our efforts 
to aid the allies shall be governed 
by our hearts or by our heads. 


We have a similar problem, from 


the standpoint of hearts versus 
heads, in former President Hoo- 
ver's renewed appeal that we feed 
Europe's starving children. 


The fundamental question, of 


course, is what is tho right and the 
wrong in these cases. What an- 
swer would each of us be willing to 
take before the throne of Heaven 
as justification for our acts. 


Unfortunately we can't base our 


decisions solely on the individual 
cases. Each circumstance must bo 
judged In Its relation to the whole 
vast picture of this horrible war, 
We must consider what effect the 
individual tragedy will have on 
the outcome of a conflict which IB 
moulding the future of humanity 
for a hundred and one years, 


Argued from this basis, many 


Individual tragedies must be en- 
dured in order that a broader jus- 
tice affecting all mankind may be 
achieved. 


Take the case of the Finns. Mr.

BERLIN, Nov. 13.— {^}— A Ger- 


man spokesman said the German 
army was "knocking at the gates 
of the Caucasus" tonight, storm- 
ing the tortlflcatlons of Kerch on 
the Crimea's eastern fringe while 
the air force roared over the nar- 
row strait of Kerch to carry the 
war into the Caucasian oil fields. 


The land forces were declared 


to have reached the coast south of 
Kerch after seizing several of the 
city's key 
fortifications. 
Kerch 


therefore seemed open to direct at- 
tack from the west and south al- 
though dispatches did not indicate 
how near the nazi columns were 
or whether the city was under ar- 
tillery fire. 


Across the strait, Anapa on the 


Caucasian shore was under heavy 
air bombardment, the spokesman 
said, while bombs also were rained 
on Kerch and Sevastopol, the other 
beleaguered Crimean port to the 
southwest.

added,

The Shinwell criticism was the 


high spot of a wide-ranging debate 
in the house of commons on the 
reply to King George VI's mes- 
sage opening a new session of par- 
liament yesterday. 


Asks Questions. 


Shinwell asked whether defense 


of Britain's Oriental empire repre- 
sented the government's idea of a 
second front and, Jf so, whether Jt 
bore Russian approval. 


He asserted that Prime Minister 
Churchill made the parity claim 
for the RAF on Monday when he 
also declared that Britain would 
Join the United States immediately 
In any war with Japan. 


Socialists Pennls N. Prltt called

The momentous vote came after 


Speaker Rayburn, 
in a supreme 


effort to avert 
a major 
defeat 


from the administration's foreign 
policy, descended to the well of the 
house and read a letter from the 
chief executive stating that failure 
of the house to approve the neu- 
trality net changes would "bolster 
aggressive steps and intentions in 
Germany" and weaken the posi- 
tions of Britain, Russia and China, 


Tension prevailed in the closing 


hours of tho day's debate aa in- 
fluential Republicans Joined with 
the Democratic leadership In ap- 
peals for passage of the legisla- 
tion. 


In one of the appeals to which 
the house and crowded galleries 
listened most Intently, Rep. Wads- 
worth (Rep.) pf New York, said 
.he felt a "profound conviction that' 
what's left on the statute booJwof 
the neutrality act is injurious to 
the safety of this nation.

Some reported improved 
appetites. 


These secondary 
effects, how- 
ever, were quite lacking on some 
persons, and there Is as yet no ex-* 
planatlon of the difference In re* 
actions. 


The vitamin Is now made from 
coal, synthetically, and, in contrast 
to many . vitamins, ia inexpensive 
and plentiful. 


The 300 cases reported by Dr, 


Sieve ranged from 14 to 74 year*. 
The very young had white hair 
mostly because of nutritional trou- 
bles. In later life many of the 
white haired had endocrine gland 
doflclences. 
Their 
hair 
color 


came back, or partly back, how- 
ever, without gland treatment. 


The first changes in color appear 


after about five weeka, This Is a 
yellowing, not at the roots, but 
along the hair. 
Large doaoa of the vitamin are

Dam- 
age to rice continued as rains dur- 
ing the week hampered harvest 
and salvaging of fields damaged 
earlier. 
Earlier sown grain crops, chief- 


ly on fallow land, had made good 
progress generally with the ample 
moisture promoting heavy growth. 
In most of the wheat area fields 
were still too wet to work, while 
heavy growth of weeds and volun- 
teer grain hampered preparations 
for seeding. Much volunteer grain 
was being left for harvest, though 
often the stand was too thick for 
best results. With two more fa- 
vorable weeks, however, it is hoped 
most of the fall wheat acreage can 
be seeded. In other parts of the 
state soil conditions were nearly 
ideal and fall seeding went for- 
ward rapidly, for the season is 
somewhat late for that work.

wouldn't matter so much But tho 
Finns are shooting at 
Russia's 


vitals. Their efforts endanger the 
safety of Leningrad, one of tho So- 
viet's greatest industrial neuters, 
and gateway to the Baltic 


If Leningrad falls, the Reds will 


be cut oft from the Baltic, and 
their navy will be rendered impo 
tent. 
Moreover, Leningrad is 
anchor of the i ight wing of the. 
Russian battle-line, and Its loss 
would mean a turning of the flank. 
Then, too, the 
Finnish

threatens to close the Arctic ports

Murmansk 
and Archangel,

It Isn't a nice subject to 
debate, for everybody would feed 
tho children If possible, but here 
again It Is necessary to consider 
the case in its relation to the 
outcome of the war. 
That seems like a mighty cold 
way to look at it. But war Is a 
cold and bloody business, carried 


by killing and imposing such 


hardships on peoples as to make 


the out 


them collap««. You can't human- 
Izt war. 


Thus we would seem to arrive at 


the position wh«re we must accept 
the decision of the allied high com- 
mand, rather than that of ouf 
hearts, as to whether trying to feed 
children would by Indirection be 
giving aid to Hitler, thus prolong- 
ing the war and perhaps defeating 
the allies. We ir.ustn't forget that 
the longer the conflict continues, 
the more will be the slaughter on 
the battle-field, and the greater 
the loss of 
children's lives 
in 
bombings.

THE "ERSATZ" PUZZLE. 


The finding and use of 


substitutes 
for 
materials 


that are running low in this 
country provide plenty of 
headaches. Even "ersatz** 
material is made of some- 
thing, and a good many 
times it is as hard to get 
as the stuff it is to be sub- 
stituted for. 


Take cork, for example. 


Tho government has taken 
the whole supply of cork, 
an imported product. What 
it doesn't need is available 
for civilian 
purposes, but 


amounts to only 10 per cent 
of normal consumption. It 
is therefore necessary to 
find satisfactoiy substitutes 
for the cork usually used 
in bottle caps, engine gas- 
keta, linoleum and insula- 
tion, 


The best substitute for 


bottle cap liners is a rub- 
ber derivative, but rubber 
is about as hard to get hold 
of jjs cork. Scientists are 
working on a plastic which 
may 
be satisfactory, 
but 


that takes time. 


For a while, thrilled by 


all the new plastics and 


myriad uses, Ameri- 


cana thought they would 
soon dominate the market, 
That may be true some day. 
So far, however, there are 
handicaps, 
. There isn't the tonnage 
capacity for plastics to re- 
place the metals tonnage 
now going into munitions,

HELL TO PAY 


Tho soybean may have a 


rival in the common Amer- 
ican 
milkweed.- Scientific 


research has been prying 
into 
the 
chemistry 
and 


structure 
of that 
plant, 


£ with many other na- 


tive weeds. The purpose is 
to find new raw materials 
which can successfully re- 
placn or improve upon, es- 
sential materials which may 
be completely cut off by 
world events. Milkweed it- 
said to have revealed sev- 
eral 
interesting 
possibil- 


ities 


Its seeds contain 20 per 


cent oil. Its pod contains 5 
per cent rubber and 5 per 
cent wax. Its stalk is 82 per 
cent alpha cellulose. It is 
believed that the 
residue 


from the seeds, after the 
oil is taken, could be used 
for stock-feed. 
The tough 


fibers of the pod may be 
made into paper. The pap- 
pus, that fluffy 
stuff 
on 


which the 
seed is 
borne 


through the air, is the only 
practical substitute in sight 
in this part of the world for 
the kapok we have been 
getting from Java. 


Milkweed is an inhabi- 


tant of the waste places of 
roadsides, fences and 
un- 


cultivated 
fields, It 
may 


soon find itself planted and 
cultivated if it is really pos- 
sible to make profitable use 
of its ingredients.

CUTTING OPENING THROUGH 
FENCE ROW IS ONE WAY GET 


WATER OUT OF FIELDS 


COLLEGE STATION, Nov. 13.— 


(Spl.)—Many acres of 1941 crops 
were damaged from water stand- 
ing too long; where normal rain- 
fall would have caused no injury, 
according to M. R. Bentley, agri- 
cultural engineer of the A. and M. 
College 
Extension 
Service. 
But 


there are some things which may 
be done in 
preparing 
the land 


which will aid in suitable drainage 
for the next crop. 
The areas referred to comprise 


those nearly level fields and pas- 
tures of central and south Texas 
where a high fence row may pre- 
vent the runoff of water from a 
field and nearly ruin a crop. The 
same kind of a fence row in .West 
Texas mlgh serve to Improve the 
crop. 
Cutting openings through a fence 


row which is' obstruting needed 
drainage Is one practical way to 
Improve a field. 
In other field/ 


old back-furrows formed 
In 
flat 


breaking should be plowed down 
or have openings 
cut 
through 


them. 
On fields which are nearly level, 


especially in the coastal area, some 
farmers practice flat-breaking the 
fields in narrow lands so as 
to 


leave dead-furrows every 20 to 160 
feet for drainage. The closer the 
•pacing of the dead-furrows the 
better the drainage. The dead-fur- 
rows should be opened into a road- 
xlde ditch, or some other drainage 
channel, to give maximum gene- 
•fiU. This system of breaking the 
land Is 
especially 
suitable for 


broadcast or sown crops, such as 
•mall grain. It la well adapted to 
planting pastures, Including ber- 
muda grass. 
Drainage or row crops can be 


improved by running the rowa so 
water will flow down them to a 
drainage channel such as a road 
ditch. On nearly level fields where 
large shallow pockets catch water 
so that it will not drain from dead- 
furrows or rows, It usually is prac- 
tical to build a turn-row, or nar- 
row roadway, through the pockets 
to an outlet drainage way. It will 
be necessary to scrape the loose 
soil out of the turnrow ditches af- 
ter each cultivation of the crop un- 
til the wet season Is past, 


Bentley cautions not to 
forget 


until too late In the spring to burn 
out, or remove, the grass and weeds 
from old drainage ditches. "Just 
how much trouble Is caused by 
vegetation In ditches \a almost un- 
believable," _he_says.

Approval of marketing quotas

Un- 
der provisions of the AAA Act 
of 1938, as amended, loans are 
prohibited when quota* are re- 
jected by producers.

—A court test on constitutionality 
of the anti-violence law is now in 
progress. 


The court of criminal, appeals, 
the state's highest tribunal In crim- 
inal matters, has given all par- 
ties until Nov. 19 to file briefs and 
answers to briefs in the two cases 
attacking the law's validity. 


Both cases came up from Har- 


ris county. Neither appallant was 
tried in lower courts but brought 
direct action to the higher trib- 
unal seeking freedom on writs of 
habeas corpus on grounds the law 
outraged federal and state consti- 
tutions. 


The statute, passed at the last 


general session of the legislature,
